It will be readily ad- 
mitted that, on such a point, Ministers 
were mucli more likely to be well and 
correctly informed than members of 
the Opposition; and, as to calling in 
question the veracity of IMinisters, wo 
bimply decline to believe tiiat such 
men as Tilley and Campbell would 
deliberately stand up in tlieir places in 
Parliament and stale untruths, more 
especially when no gooil oliject could 
be served thereby. Mr. ^rac2)herson 
was candid enougli to confess to a de- 
Hire that Sir Hugh's scheme should 
fail ; and if other's have not done so it 
must bo because they are less candid. 
We would not like? to do our local con- 
tempo ary any injustice; hut it does 
seem ditlicult to avoid tlu: suspieiou 
that, acting upon the (i-nt jirinciplo, 
it desires the failure of the Company 
whose head Sir Hugh is; and, desiring 
it, the organ proclaims it. Does it not 
seem veiT much easier to aecej)! the 
tlieory that all tins announced failure 
is jufstthe offspring of the wish, than to 
believe all the Ministers liars and 
swicdlers and our own judgement 
and senses completely at fault? It has 
been seen that iMr. jMacphei-son would 
prefer to kod a Company in whicli he 
Las no place fail, and the country suf- 
fer. There arc lots of Macphcrson's in 
Canada. It would in)w seem th.at there 
are some minature iMacphersons even 
in the Pacific Prn\ ince. We have no 
desire either to (dose our eyes or those 
of (jur readers to the ])ossil.)dity of fail- 
ure in lioating Sir llui^h's scheme in 
England. Under tin; mo.st favorable 
circumbtauces, the enterjni.se was a 
sufficiently gigantic (duiractor to evolve 
nujrc or luss doubt in many minds, and 
Sir J lugh ri'ditly said it was such us to 
need, as it had a I'ight to expect, the 
.sympathy and sujiport of a United 
Canada. But instead of tinit, it has 
encountered an opjiosiiion which, for 
breadth and virulence, fiiuls no paral- 
lel in the history of our country. That 
thi.s opposition lias rendered more dif- 
ficult a task siillicicntly foriiiidaljle be- 
fore to ajijial most mun, it would be 
worse than affectation tudeny; but that 
the Grits will over enjoy tlie (we wm-e 
about to say /fe/ii/i.v/r) Hatisfaetiou of hav- 
ing co!ni)aaso(l its aljsolnto fiiihire, wo do 
not ftu' II UKjiiiciit (Jiiih! (.■erlaiu 

it is that no iiifunnaticin has yet tnuis- 
pirod to justify the cunclnsion that Sir 
Hugli'.i iK^gotiationa liave laili'd. It 
■would be idle to assert the iinpousibility 
of failure. We do assert its improba- 
bility. But there i.s left to us this suoth- 
i'lR- rdflei'iinn, that fiiihin' of Sir nii(,di's 
stdHMiu! lioi's not nii-;in fai hirr df t he (,';iiia- 
diaii Pacilii; Uaihvav. Tin: riKpiii-ics to 
whicli we have ulluiicd as l)>'iii;^'- hiaiU; in 
both II(niS(:S (if rarliiOiii'iil have iil 1c:ihI 
aCforded the tJoverniiiuut an oii|i(jrtiiinty 
of giving the country very (bstiiu tly to 
understand that, should Sir iliighs s(!hcnKi 
f.iil, the worlc will j^'o mi all the saiue; and 
the votes loid a) i| iroin lal idiiH all go to 
show liow tlKM-o'iKldy iu eai-iicit they aro 
about it. Ill truth, it sui-insopen to (jiK'stion 
■wliothurHucli fuilure W(nild i-eally involvo 
& Hinglo Week's delay in the prosocution 
of tho work. It haa been seen how care- 
fully this year'i and oven next yoar'i 
surveys havi3 been iirm idcd for by tho 
tioveninKiiit : and if sccni , duubtfiil Avho- 
ther Sir IIii;<irs failuiv would at all 
diiuiniah this or any sulisiaiucnt year's ex- 
penditure on tiie NVfsicru ( weare notsuro 
that wo might not add, or any other) aeo- 
tion of tho radway. Undoubtedly t'"< 
failure of Sir Hngli's solienio woidd bo a 
great calamity . a calauiily which we Ikjjkj 
and liolicve will never occur; but it in no 
more thiui our duly to i^iianl the public, 
mind agiiinst the idea that tli(! cou.strac- 
tion of tho Canadian I'acdic Haihvay is 
contingent upon tlio success of that 
Boheme, or that its faihire would prevent 
tho acoomplishmont of thai gr(>at work 
within.the psriod of the Treaty of Union. 

OiiD CurconY is almost a thing of tlw 
past. Finlayson's (yoU'ce prc,Mil(\-i (jvit 
tho present. It has now siiiierscdcd what 
use(l to be cliuiiicd as "superior to any 
other niauufacture(l (ju this coasi," and 
wdll soon 111! found (Ui every widl-fnrnisli 
ed table in the l'rovinir(!.

Swarms of Canadianis. 

EniTon Colonist. — I had ventured to 
hope that the spirit which, in early times, 
raised invidious and insulting distinctions 
bstween the different oloRses of Her Ma- 
jesty's subjects in British Columbia had 
found a common grave with the system 
wluoli gave it birth--a syHtom which made 
tliifi fine Province a sort of Crown pro- 
aurvo for needy Englishmen to pasture on. 
It seemed not nnreasonnblo to sappose 
that, as Goufodcratiou made us all Cana- 
dians, those who wore "native and to tho 
manor born" would no longer bo cxjioHod 
to the uillyknd ill bred insults of men whoso 
sola virtue in too many instances -was 
that they were froah from England. 

A conimuuication appeared in Satur- 
diiy'H issue of yonr city cmitoinporary 
which would indicate that the old leavjii 
ban not boon wholly eradicated. The sub- 
ject of tho letter is the formation of sur- 
veying parties for tho railway, and tho 
burdon of its complaint is that "such 
swarms of these Canadian surveyors are 
expected to arrive hero" that British (,'o-

Is it 
not most unwise and inconsi.itmit to build 
tho railway at all, seeing it will become 
tho n?eans of introducing "swarms of 
those Canadians?" "Would tho money tho 
railwii3- will coat not bo niucdi bettor 
oniployod in abutting up all tho nnfortu- 
iiato passes in tho Kooky Mountains, and 
erecting a woll along tho other jiarta of 
our borders, iu order that British Colum- 
bia might bo more ofTeotually kept for 
Britiah Columbians? It sooms to mo that 
it would; and I suggest that your contem- 
porary inst! .lets itspropriotorat OttRwato 
use his ijotentinfluonce with" the Govern- 
ment and tlie Cotnpany" in furtherance of 
that patriotic object. It occurs to mc 
to ast how it comes that wo are willing to 
take morsy from "these Canadians." It 
aoems scarcely tho correct thing even to 
allow their money to come hero, or to send 
onr reproKontatirca there,— doesn't it? 
Why not 1 eep both them and their money 
out, and continue to shout "British Colum- 
bia for British Oolnmbians," and thed — 1, 
take "these Canadiana"?

Henn/ Gilbert Ilanna, an intelligent- 
looking lad of 12, was sworn. He said 
that lio resides on San Jnan Island. One 
or two days beforo lie hoard of tho irnir- 
dor of Dwyer and his wife, "Joo" bor- 
rowed a gun from liim about ono o'clock 
ia tbe afternoon. In the cvoninp; "Jog" 
returned tho gun to witness, when it hud 
a screw loose and blood upon it. When 
he returned the gun he said ho was going 
over to Petersen's. He said ho shot some 
pigeons and a door, and tliat tliu deer got 
awiiv. 

U'r. J. 1>. .M'lithinrs tostilicd that ho ex- 
amined the two bodies on tho Sunday 
morning following- thu nnirdor. Tho 
cause of the man's death was a bullet, 
which passed tbe base of tho skull and 
out of tho right chook. The woman was 
killed l)y a liulK't passini,' in at tho breast 
and Dut under the shoulder-hhuio. Wit- 
ness prod ue(.'d suinc shot taken from tho 
woman.

The prisoners were here remanded till 
Monday.

Tho follbwing iu the version given by 
tho Glohc'a Ottawa corros))ondeiit, of what 
iirauspired' before the committee of investi- 
gation on the 17th ult:—, 

"Tho Pacific Eailway Scuhdal luveati- 
gation Comniittoe mot this morning at 
S o'clock. Mr. J. 11. t.'ameron, chairman. 
Mr. Dori(ni and ;\[r. lilancdiet. Sir John 
JohnA. Macdonald, I\Ir. Huntington, and 
tsoveral other M. I'.'s worn prcisent. Mr. 
Honry Starnes, banker, of Jlontreal, at- 
tended in obedience to the uubptcua of 
tho Committee. 

Mr. Stsirne.-; v.ua briotly interrogated 
a.B to whetlwr ho had in Ids possession 
curtain documonts referred to in. the re- 
solution of tho House of Comnion.s, con- 
taining tho lustruotioiiH to the CJoi.'.imittso 
underwhich the meeting of that body 
to-daj' was held. 

Mr. Starnes stated he had in his hands 
a packet of papers, jilaced in his keep- 
ing in the mouth of January last by the 
Hon J. C. Abbott, M, P., and G. W. Mc- 
MuUoii. Ho WHS unablo to state their 
coutonts, but they bore an endorsement, 
signed by Sir Hugh Allan and J. W. Mc- 
MuUon, by which ho (Mr. Starnes) was 
directed to hold the documents until ton 
days after tiie prorogation of the present 
session of Parliament. Mr. Starnes hav- 
ing expressed some anxiety lest it should 
bo suppo.sed that lie had in any way alius- 
od tho conlidciK.'e riqiosed in liim or re- 
vealed the pxistoneeof tho papers, 

SirJoliuA. Macdonald rose ami said 
that if ho had known they were in the 
charge of a geutluinan of such high stand- 
ing and undoubted respectability as Mr. 
Starnes he would have resisted the motion 
for summoning liim specially to attend 
and Kurronder tlioni before the meotingof 
the Coiumittco in July. 

Mr. Huntington showed tho abstirdity 
of assuming that any personal imputation 
could bo implied to" the summons to Jilr. 
Starnes. Mr. Starnes was only the trustuo 
of tho parties under tho terms of tho eii- 
dorsoinont or iui])erscriptioi] , and he 
might be called upon by tlumi jointly at 
•luy time to give u]i tlio documents. He 
had no dilliculty in stating that Mr. Starnes 
wa.s not his informant. 

Mr. Starnes declined to surrender the 
documents except in obedience to the au- 
thority of the Committee. 

.\fter some discussion tho Chairman 
ordered tho witness to .livo u)) thepajiers. 
Mr. Starnos tlioroupoii handed them over, 
and they were ordered to be inipoundod. 
i'le) Comniittee, being thus formally 
h-eized of the documents, appoiutetl Mr. 
Starnes as their custodian until they 
should be required for the purpose of 
ovidenco. 

Tho proceedings then terminated and 
tho Comniittoe adjourned to the '.^nd of 
July.

"The fact that those papers were to be 
hold by Mr. Starnes till ten days after the 
prorogation sutlicioiitly explains the object 
of Sir John A. Macdonald in desiring tho 
postponement of the investigation until 
tho evidence should bo beyond roach of 
tho Comniittee, and the representatives of 
tho people unable to take action upon it.

Tho Recoiit Esplorations on 
tiio Island. 

Diui-y of 11 .Toui'iiiiy fi-oiii the AittUracitu 
Mliiui, Cuwivliaii, tu Victoria. 

(CoiicludL-d.) 

Wednusuay, !May 1-1— Following down 
tho stream, we soon reached a large i)lain 
bounded by mountains, and clad with tall 
cedars. Stretching away on each side to 
tho width of a mile is an exeoodingly 
rich alluvial deposit; it is completely 
hcunmcd in by the iiiils which rise to a 
great height on each side. In length, I 
think, this valley is about five miles. At 
tho lower end or commencement of the 
Cowichan Valley the hills close and shut 
it in complololy, Iraving space ouougli on 
either side to make a wagon roatl easily. 
In this valley [ believe all sorts of grain 
and fruit — oven vines — would grow, and 
would grow luxuriantly, owing to tho 
moisture imparted to tho ground by the 
flowing stream. From the untrauce of 
tho seaboard is a easy grade, in some 
places hoavil,v timborcil. Tho rock hero 
shows presence of coal. 

TiluiisuAY, May 15 — Started at G o'clock 
and found travelling heavy owing todeiiso 
sallall, and almost impenetrable thickets 
of young pines in every direction. Tho 
dogwood trees, with their white saucer- 
like llowers gave beauty to the landscajJO. 
The genor d ai)pcaranee of the countiy is 
undulating, neb. | bottoms, with high 
ridges iiitorviuiiiig. 'L'heso riilges, cover- 
ed thickly with sallall are worthless for 
agricultnial purposes. Wo reiwhed 
jMearn's at Oo clock. Aftora good supper 
we made our bed in the barn amongst the 
straw. Mr. Mearns has a nice farm on the 
banks of tho ivolvin, which here runs 
through a ri(di valley. 

FiuuAV, May 10 - 'I'his morning loft 
Mearns' along' with .Mr. lilith, for Todd's, 
where wo had a first el, i-s breakfast. After 
breakfast we all started for Mr. Harris'. 
A little way from Mr. Todd's we met Mr. 
Robertson along with Messrs. Brunton, 
Kinaird, Hall, Uods, Pindniry and Thain. 
Fearing wo wert! lost they delerminod to 
rang(! the mountains until wo. were found. 
This was no easy task. Each was ju-ovid- 
ed with provisions and lirearms in order 
to provide theuiselves with food in caso 
of an emergency. We went into .Mr. 
Todd's to await the coming of tho Profes- 
sor, who, along with .Mr. Todd, had gone 
to look at what was supposed to be coal 
oil. Abcnit noon wo started tor J'.r. Har- 
ris' which we reached in gootl time. 

S.vrfm)Ay, May 17. - .According to 
j)romis(! Professor Kailerly and niysolf 
went out G miles to tho Brother I'im- 
bary s farm. We found them busy mov- 
ing, having s<dd out to Messrs. Thain and 
Galley. Their farm se('nis to bo part of a 
largo extent of bottom lands lying bo- 
twt/en the Ivid.esalah and the foo'.hiUs of 
the Cowichan Mountain. That the 
Brothers Pimbiiry have not been idle 
during the fow years of their occupation 
is evident from tho amount of clearing 
and ditching ono sees im every lian.l. 
While then; wo wore shown a vast dopo.'-it 
of iron, very rich, whiidi will, 1 hope, at 
no distant day bo made a source of 
wealth to this Colony. 

Si'ND.iT, ^^ay 18 — We iiroceedod to Mr. 
Eeksti'in's in a canoe, reaching Saanich 
about l> o'idoi'k, and ol)tained tho services 
of Mr. Duncan Endgate to take us and 
our things to N'ictoria. After being re- 
freshed at Eckstein's, we were again ou 
the road; having a good pair of horses 
we made good time, reaching tho Driard 
House alxjut 11 o'clock. 

As regartls the center of this Island it is 
no hniger, in my mind, the barren waste 
1 had always pictured it to be. Instead 
of bare rocks and ;uid wastes there are 
wide, fertile valleys, and long, rndi, though 
swampy, inonntum slojies which al- 
though devatod, may yet beoomo the 
h«mos of an industrious population. Vast 
foiests of rod pine, Douglas ]niie, and 
cedar, tall .-trait^hl trees - lit), 70 and 80 
feet, withoni bianch or knot- -are noon. 
Streams llow down through the ilats, ami 
may bo made available for transferring 
this tiiubor to the sea as well a.» tho min- 
eral produce. If a few hundred dollars 
wi're spent in m. iking bridle ti'ails in dif- 
feient d ire;-l ion,-^. in ordertliat jirovisions 
nii,L;!il bi' Kot in by aninnils, it would 
eniible iieople to get about and so de- 
vi'lop our resources ami bring in return 
SlfiOO for every .yjlio laid out. If 1 iim 
correctly informed it is customary with 
the Dominion Geological survey parties 
to i-ut ti'ails, with branch one.H to tht 
right and left, in onler to gain ai'c<'SK in- 
to a rough country. If some sort of sys- 
tem like this is fidlowed uj) wo mav live 
to see the woiulerfnl wealth of our Inland 
homo brought to light.
